Jjnnetion of the Yangtzo ‘with the 
Grand Canal, about 150 miles within 
tho mouth of tho former, caused groat 
foxpectations to be entortaiuod of its 
success asa forsign settlement. Tt was 
hoped oven, at ono timo, that it 
might become a port of transhipmont 
for imports and oxports asconding and 
dosconding the Yanglzo, aud cortainly 
that it would become tho contre ofa 
‘vast trado with tho interior by means of 
tho Canal. Shanghai, howovor, at one 
oxtromity, and Hankow at tho other, 
havo complotely doprivod it of tho for- 
mor privilog ; and the dilapidation of 
the Grand Canal in tho noighborhood 
of tho Yollow Rivor has prorented the 
realisation of tho lattor. Efforts havo 





, | boon made, nt various times, to attract 


toit the greon tons of Hoochow, but 
without avail ; nnd actually littlo bu 
nose that foreigners aro intorested in, 
dono at tho port, except in opin, 
which wns impofted during 1865 to 
valuo of Tis, 3,041,226, whilo the valuo 
of othor forcign produce imported d 
ing. theramo, priol amounted 
to "Tis, 268,526. Tt is not. surpris 
thorofore, that residonts should sock 
anothor fiold for spoculation, A momo- 
rial prosented by thom to Sir Rather- 
ford Aleock, on tho occasion of hi 
rocont visit to tho port, specifies tho 
throwing open of the ralt trade to for- 
‘ignors as likely to leavo to Chinkiang a 
argo and profitable business. ‘Tho town 
of Kwa-chow, nearly opposite Chin- 
Kiang, is tho contra! station at which 
salt bronght from tho coast is tran- 
shipped, and tho transport of this arti- 
lo into’ tho intorior is. stated to givo 
enploymont to some 1800 junk mia 
By 90,000 sailors. It is oasy 
undorstand the early importance of this, 
city, when we find such an cnormous 
tndo in salt alove, carried on in its 
neighborhood, and romembor, that a 
short while ago, the Grand Canal in

Now however, that 
tho grain-tributo is trahsportod from 
the southern provinces by sca, 2 prin- 
cipal mainspring of its prosperity is 
lost, and the city has nover recovered 
from tho destraction wrought. during 
tho Taoping occupation from 1833 
to 1857, 

‘Tho salt trado carried on at Kwa- 
chow is a principal reason why the 
native authorities ‘rofuso to recognise 
tho parchascs of Iand on tho north 
bank, which foreigners havo effected, 
Thoro has always been a jealousy 
of their prosonco there; but the 
establishment of the salt depét in 
1865, quadrupled tho objection. On 
account of tho depth and swiftness 
of tho river opposite tho setllment 
forcignors had been obliged to moor 
their hulks off tho north bank, ‘Tho 
establislimeut of offices on shore follow- 
ed, and the engagement of pseudo- 
employés who traded ill in salt 
‘and entored into various transactions 
objectionable tothe mundavins.| No 
effort accordingly was left untriod to 
rive them back to the spot to which 
they had beon officially relegated ; and 
on the establishment of tho salt depot, 
the high-banded measure was tri 
remoring the Chineso en masse to tho 
south bank of tho river. ‘The perpe- 
tual complaints made of the inco 
enience of tranaporting goods in 
cargo boats across the, rapid current 
intervening between the shore and tho 
bulks, prompted the ‘Taotai’s notable 
‘scheme of a wharf and godown on the 
sonth bank, which it was hoped would 
effectually ‘overcome all objection to 
the site; but which, for somo reason 
‘on other, havo never yet beon con. 
structed.’ Tho native authorities seem, 
however, to havo at length attained 
their object of driving foroigners from 
the north bank, nd now decline to 
assist thom in cither selling their pro- 
erty acquired thera, or recovering tho 
purchaso monoy from tho original 
owners. Obviously foreigners are onti- 
tled_to ono of two things, either to be 
confirmed in jon ot to bo repaid. 
If thoir acquisition of tho land was 
illogal, it was at any rato not criminal, 
and should not involve tho penalty of 
forfoiture of the purchase money. 
































Summary. of Dews. 





Sir Rutherford Alcock has returned from 
his visit to Hankow and the Riverine porta, 
Admiral Keppel has arrived in the Pearl, 
to take chargo of tho China station. 

‘Tho bean-eako trado botweon tho north- 
orm ports and Shanghai, lias been tho sub- 
ject of much discussion. While nominally 
‘ssenting to tho employment in it of for- 
cign ships, tho Taotai has always oxorted his 
influence, surreptitiously, to provont their 
‘éngagoment. From ofllcial correspondence 
which wo publish elsowhoro, it will bo #eon 
that the Governor General of Ni 
‘on tho representation of 
‘Alcock, directed tho Taotai to issuo a pro- 
clamation declaring British veuels at full 
liberty to engage in the Northern boan 
‘trade, It is feared however that tho samo 
secret influonco may still bo exerted to 
neutralize the apparent consent, 

Tho first tea ship of tho soasom, tho J. 
R. Worcester, loft port on tho 10th instant, 
‘Tho City of Abericen followed, yesterday. 

‘A sehemo is on foot for constructing a 
road to the Fong-wang-shan hills, to facili- 
tato approach to tho only rising ground 
nearShanghai. Wedoubt, howovor, whothor 
‘nuficiont fonds will bo ‘procured for the 
purpose. 

Somo dissonsion has taken placo in the 
Firo Brigade, in consoquenco of tho ap- 
ointment by tho Commiasionor of somo 
ofticers to No. 2 Company, without consult- 
ing tho menibors.

Both institutions will be gn 
thored into one building, and one stall of 
coolies will sufice for both. ‘The province 
of each will bo defined thats, tho Packot 
Agoney will “coaso to undortako certain

Six hard labour prisoners eseaped from 
the constable in charge, on Saturdiy, in 
Nanking Road. Four have eon sinco ap- 
prohended, and itis expected that tho others 
will shortly bo takes, as they aro well 
Iunown to the polio. 

‘The following little story is curiously 
illustrative of Chinese soci! lif, and though 
bearing the appoarance of a romanee is ne- 
vortheless porfectly truo, About thirteen or 
fourteen monthsago, the mother of a young, 
Indy residing outside tho north gato of 
Shanghai city discoverod that hei 
‘was onceinte, and that this con 
Yoon brought about by the trusted nurse 
of the family having been in the habit of 
trading on the daughter's charms, making 
always some exeuso 0 tho mother, of a 
visit to aneighbor, to necount for the 
‘occasional absence of tho frail ono from 
tho parental cottage. ‘Tho mother, on 
making the above mentioned discovery, 
was 80 incensed that sho induced some of 
hor male relatives to beat the nurse to 
cath with bamboos. The friends of th 
urs theroupon. took legal opinion on the 
‘uo, which reaulted in a potition being pro- 
sented to the Shanghai Hsion, who, (with 
that lovo of justico, wo presumo, which 10 
20 eminontly charnctorizos a Chinaman) 
caused enquiries to bo mado into the mi 
tor, and bringing homo the murder to the 
rmother aa tho instigator of tho erime, con- 
domed hor to death. But tho mother be- 
ing far gono with child, tho sentence vias 
allowed to stand over till tho child should 
havo beon born and weaned, and this I 
tor circumstance having taken placo the 
‘other day, the sontonco was carried out 
the mothor boing strangled outside tho 
south gate, A.cord was placed round the 
unfortunato woman's neck and gradually
